Only about half the stockmen 
of 
the 
State 
have re recorded 
their brands with the State Live 
Stock Sanitary vBoard as yet Less 
than two months remain in which 
they can insure for themselves 
the ownership of old time brands 
Any 
brand not re recorded 
by 
December 12th is open 
for use 
and will belong to the first man 
who records it as required by law 
According to Secretary Ed 
W 
Stephens of the Live Stock Sani 
tary 
Board 
the re recording of 
the brands has been increasing in 
volume steadily 
At the same 
time 
a very large portion of the 
live brands are still unrecorded 
Should the owners overlook their 
duty too long there is a possibil- 
ity

individuals 
may record these brands in their 
own names 
The present 
own- 
ers

with stock running under the 
brands would 
then 
find 
them- 
selves
